(claims 173, 224) a thin film consisting essentially of semi-conducting nanowires 
with sufficient density of nanowires to achieve an operational current level deposited on 
a substrate; and 

(claim 234) a plurality of nanowires deposited on a substrate, and each nanowire 
comprising a core and one or more shells, wherein the core and shells are of different 
material and forms a channel between source and drain contacts
